His Holiness Pope Pius 
XII states in his Motu proprio that 
the experience of the thi years 
since 1918 has brought forth abun- 
dant evidence that this exemption| 
had not been spiritually advan- 
tageous but had, on the other 
hand, seriously interfered with the 
prudent solution of marriage cases 
in which it had been a factor. 
These considerations moved the 
Holy Father to exercise his apos- 
tolic legislative jurisdiction and to 
withdraw this exemption.

The other report deals with the 
desecratior and looting of the 
Benedictine church and monastery 
of the Dormition on Mount Sion, 
located outside the southern walls 
of Jerusalem. The report charges 
that the church and monastery 
were seized by Israeli troops as 
a base of military operations. Be- 
cause of these operations, the re- 
port declares, the Arabs shelled 
the structures and as a result of 
the fighting the institutions have 
been extensively damaged, with 
the interior of the church now a 
}heap of rubble.

Survey Of Racial 
Discrimination Made 
In Washington 


Washington—(NC)—The Cath- 
olic University of America is the 
only “white” college in the Wash- 
ington area which welcomes Ne- 
groes wholeheartedly, a committee 
of civic leaders from all parts of 
the United States has declared 
in a stinging 9l-page report on 
segregation in Washington. 


The treatment of Negroes in 
jobs, housing, recreational facili- 
ties, hospitals and churches in the 
Nation’s Capital mars this coun- 
try’s reputation before the world, 
it is held. 


Chairman of the committee is 
Dr. George N. Shuster, president 
of Hunter College, New York, and 
a former president of the Catho- 
lic Association for International 
Peace. Among the 87 members 
are the Rev. John La Farge, S.J., 
associate editor of the national 
Jesuit weekly, America; Phillip 
Burnham, editor of The Common- 
weal; Paul D. Williams, Richmond,

Disturbers Of The Peace 


C)* this Sunday before Christmas we must 

inject the note of “peace.” But it is difficult 
to connect peace with those who are vigorously 
active in disturbing it. Concerning them we feel 
that we perform a Christian and patriotic duty 
by making the following observations: 


The number of bogus “patriots” is legion, 
and they are found not only among the atheists 
who would build a “wall of separation” to divide 
religion from the state, but among the misnamed 
intellectuals in our colleges and universities, in 
the Christian ministry, in both the millionaire 
and pauper classes. 


Pacifists, for the most part, when our 
country is threatened by foreign foes, they are 
among the most militant at home, thrusting 
themselves into nearly every quarrel and always 
taking sides with the un-American and un-Chris- 
tian element. Only recently the House un-Ameri- 
ean Activities Committee released the names of a 
considerable number of churchmen, belonging to 
seven different religious organizations who, in 
their writings and preachments, pose as model 
Americans, but who have been affiliated with 
from ten to thirty Communist-front organiza- 
tions. Of course, all of them have been as anti- 
Catholic as the Communists themselves, sowers 
of the seed of discord at home and abroad. 

We could fill a large volume with brief 
character sketches of such “patriots,” starting 
with the pro-Socialist and anti-Catholic drive con- 
ducted by The Appeal to Reason and The Men- 
ace between the year 1910 and the outbreak of 
the first World War, through the Klan days, 
through the Spanish Civil War years, and more 
recently through the Communist-affiliated or- 
ganizations and groups. Some of the loudest 
anti-Catholic agitators today were, as late as 
two years ago, among the chief defenders of 
Soviet Russia and its stooges. 

We cite these things merely as facts, and 
not to express any fear for the Catholic Church 
because of such activity, since Christ has been 
true to His word that His Church and its mem- 
bers are blessed most when they are persecuted. 
History too, teaches the lesson that the persecu- 
tors are the ones who ultimately suffer, and Prot- 
estantism has suffered from the tie-up between 
so many of her clergy and subversive groups. 
Only recently a former Baptist minister and 
National Chaplain of the Ku Klux Klan embrac- 
ed the Catholic faith, as did the editor of The 
London Daily Worker, the official Communist 
paper in that country, and the former editor of 
The Daily Worker in New York; and only a few 
weeks ago Miss Bentley, a long time Communist 
Party member, followed them. 

The House un-American Activities Com- 
mittee is certainly not constituted of saints, but 
in its statement issued on November 22, it said: 


“You cannot believe in God and have a peace- 
able life under Communism. In all their plans and 
action the Communists mark down religion as ‘enemy 
number one.’ Where they dominate, they attack 
it head on. Where they do not dominate, they try 
to deceive and corrupt from within, just as they 
do in government, in education, in labor unions and 
throughout a nation’s general life . . . Communism 
cannot dominate family life, for example, until it 
has first fought its way past the influence of reli- 
gion upon the family. 
mmunism cannot force its own brand of 
moral code upon a person without first destroying 
his moral code rooted in religion. 
“Communism cannot make education a weapon 
in its hands as long as religion is secure in its own 
right to teach and to educate. 

“Communism cannot dominate unless it has the 
wer to remake the life of the people.

Mankind Must Accept ‘Good 


Promoters Of The Peace 


‘THE Catholic Church has, for a thousand years, 

been acting on the “one world” idea amid 
the entire western Christian civilization. Dur- 
ing this long period she often became involved 
in quarrels with kings.and emperors, but it was 
usually because she would not “appease” infidel- 
ity and irreligion. She never felt free to sacri- 
fice one iota of the doctrine or moral code of 


Christ, no matter what action rulers might take. | 


At the outbreak of the first World War in 
1914 Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria asked 
Pope Pius X to bless his army, but the Pope’s 
answer was: “I do not bless war; I bless peace”; 
and in less than a month the Pope died of a 
broken heart because he was unable to prevent it. 


During the first World War Pope Benedict 
XV did more than anyone else in the world to 
prevent the United States from becoming in- 
volved, and the Armistice of 1918 was based 
chiefly on points which President Wilson had 
borrowed from the Pope’s program for the ces- 
sation of hostilities. 

When. Mussolini declared war on Ethiopia 
Pope Pius XI rebuked him and quoted against 
him David’s words: “Scatter thou the nations 
that delight in wars ... Ethiopia shall stretch 
out her hands to God.” 

The same Pope, seeing that World War II 
was imminent, implored God to take him as a 
victim of atonement rather than allow conflict. 

Pope Pius XII, throughout the six years of 
World War II, labored with all his might for 
the restoration of peace, and on the eve of Christ- 
mas, several years in succession, promulgated 
principles the victors should follow if they would 
establish a reign of peace. A point he frequent- 
ly reiterated was that a just and honorable peace 
must be built on the “right to life and indepen- 
dence of all nations, large and small, strong and 
weak,” observing that “one nation’s will to live 
must never be tantamount to a death sentence 
for another.” He was watching the Conferences. 

Because Communism is the “enemy number 
one of religion,” the Pope, as well as the Bishops 


and clergy of the Catholic Church throughout the} - 


world, felt obligated, in loyalty to Christ, to op- 
pose it even unto death. That is why several 
hundred priests in Yugoslavia have been de- 
ported, exiled or martyred; why the Primate of 
Croatia is in prison; why the present Cardinal 
Mindszenty of Hungary, is being mercilessly 
maligned and persecuted by the Communist gov- 
ernment in his country; why every Catholic 
Church is closed in Russia (if we except the 


chapel connected with the French Embassy) ;} 
why prayers for peace “with justice” are being} 
offered in every Catholic Church across the globe. | 

This program is all in perfect keeping with} 
the Christmas spirit, whose message, brought} 


directly from Heaven by an angel was “peace”’— 
peace, however, conditioned on “good will.” 
There is bad will in the hearts of those who 
fight religion, whether directly as do the Com- 
munists, or indirectly by attacks on Christian 
schools, by applauding Communist aggression. 

Back in the fifth century St. Augustine told 
his contemporaries that the source of unrest, the 
destroyer of peace, the cause of fear were “per- 
verted morals.” So said Almighty God Himself 
more than fifty times in the Old Testament. 


In their pastoral letter, dated November 14, 
1942, the Catholic Bishops of the United States 
wrote: “The spirit of Christianity can write a 
real and lasting peace, in justice and charity to 
all nations, even to those not Christian.” 

God’s place was foremost in that pastoral 
which closed with the words: “Let us all unite 


in praying for a victory and @ peace acceptable 


to God.” Certainly a

HAT a contrast 
the Christmas 
scene presents 
to any other 
gathering, local, 
national or in- 
ternational, in 
which groups

The dominant. purpose and the 
agenda considered, at political, ed- 
ucational, or economic meetings, 
are wholly worldly, material and 
selfish, while the Bethlehem gath- 
ering is wholly heavenly, spiritual 
and divinely charitable. Under the 
humblest of settings, Heaven is 
momentarily on earth at Bethle- 
hem. God Himself is there in hu- 
man form; a multitude of angels 
greets Him with songs of Para- 
dise; and earth is represented by 
two of the greatest saints of all 
times. 

What is the lesson, the watch- 
word, the keynote of the meeting? 
The gospel of this feast publicizes 
it in the words of the angelic an- 
them: “Glory be to God in the 
highest and on earth peace.” 

Outside Palestine the entire 
world was pagan at that time; 
therefore, little glory was_ being 
rendered to God on high. The Ro- 
man Empire ruled with an iron 
hand from the British Isles to the 
Euphrates in Asia, and half the 
dwellers in that vast area were 
held in slavery, just as more than 
half the population of the world 
today is enslaved even after the 
Church of God had set millions 
of them free. There was peace 
in that Roman Empire then only 
in the sense that imperial wars 
had come to an end, just as it

Hiond listened intently, but re- 
fused to be drawn into a discus- 
sion of purely political questions. 
He commented: 


“You may inform your readers 
simply that they may rest assur- 
ed that the Church will be firm 
in its stand against Communism 
as it has been against Nazism, 
whatever the provocations or per- 
secutions. Every form of totalit- 
arianism is a denial of Christian 
ethics. But the Church will not 
take part in the immediate polit- 
ical struggles except as basic 
Christian principles are involved. 
I can make no comment at this 
time about the elections or other 
such issues.” 


The American press, in report- 
ing an interview with you regard- 
ing the pogrom in Kielce, made it 
appear that you had apologized 
for it on the ground that so many 


tinued for eight hours, in daylight, 
and the Communist Security Po- 
lice did nothing to stop it.” 

The Cardinal paused for a mo- 
ment of contemplation. “In my 
statement I do call attention to 
an undeniable fact: that many of 
those now prominent in Polish 
political life are Jews, born in 
this country but who became Sov- 
iet citizens and who are not pa- 
triotic Poles. Trained in Moscow, 
they returned with the Red Army 
to impose a foreign ideology upon 
our people. Poles, who are 96 per- 
cent Catholic, reject in overwhelm- 
ing majority the atheism of Com- 
munism as well as its methods of 
brutal terrorism, its program for 
the regimentation of Poland. I 
said that this fact helps us to un- 
derstand why in postwar Poland 
resentment against Jews increas- 
ed. This is not a justification but 
merely an explanation of how in 
Poland where anti-Semitism is 
foreign to our religion, happened 
to increase.” 


I asked, “May 1 quote you?” 

“On such a basic moral prob- 
lem, yes. You know of course that 
the Church unceasingly seeks to 
convert the Jews, but no Catholic 
has the approval of the Church in 
the use of any method except peace- 
ful persuasion and prayer. Let me 
add that in pre-war Poland there 
was never such a pogrom as that 
at Kielce, where 41 Jews were 
killed. It would have been unthink- 
able. It has become possible only 
because the standards of morality, 
decency, civilization itself, are be- 
ing undermined.” 
Hiond then told me about the 
rescue of thousands of Jews whose 
lives were endangered by the Nazis. 
He praised the courage of parish 
priests who risked their own lives 
to save Jews. This did not mean 
tolerance of theological error, he 
explained, but practical applica- 
tion of the ethics taught by Christ, 
of the injunction to love your 
brother and even your enemy. 
The Cardinal was the first Cath- 
olic Cardinal to expose Nazi atroc- 
ities. Those who are struggling

Protestants More 
irked Than Catholics 


ROM what is printed in the 
public press one would sup- 
pose that only Catholics were peev- 
ed over the recent Supreme rt 
decision which outlawed religious 
instruction in the schools. The fact 
is that Catholics are saying very 
little about it while non-Catholic 
educators and professional men 
and clergymen have spoken, and 
are still speaking, very vigorously 
against the decision. 
Our attention has been called 
to an address delivered by Dr. Ed- 
ward S. Corwin, Professor emeri- 
tus of Jurisprudence at Princeton 
University. He was talking before 
a group of Methodist men when he 
expressed the hope that the Su- 
preme Court will “seize an early 
opportunity to reconsider its hasty 
offer to become, as Justice Jack- 
son has put it, ‘a super school 
board for every district in the na- 
tion.’ ” 
He gave five reasons why he be- 
lieved the Supreme Court approach- 
ed the subject with an entirely 
wrong principle. 
But about the same time Dr. 
Theodore 0. Wedel, Canon of the 
Washington Cathedral and Warden 
of the College of Preachers, speak- 
ing before the Clergy Conference 
of the Episcopal Diocese of Ohio, 
saw in the Supreme Court decision 
only a big spur to the paganizing 
of America. He declared that “the 
generation now in our American 
public school system will establish 
an era of post-Christian paganism. 
They will dethrone even the heath- 
ens’ gods .. . It all goes back to 
the dropping out of any Christian 
in our whole public school system. 
We are rearing a generation of 
young in our nation that is com- 
pletely ignorant of religious teach- 
ing.” 


Seeking Truth

How about that new coat you 
gave up so Peter can have his 
teeth fixed?

But you promised poverty too. “I 
take -you,” you ‘said to him, “for 
poorer.” That’s where the new coat 
goes. Into the joy of keeping 
our wedding promise, even when 
t hurts! 

I vowed chastity to Christ. I 
may not take a husband nor de- 
sire the pleasures of the married. 
You promised too. “I take you... 
for my lawful wedded husband 
++. Until death...” Every act of 
devotion to your home, of thought- 
fulness of your husband, of joy 
‘im your mutual love, helps to keep 
fair and beautiful the chaste mar- 
riage that every Christian couple’s 
should be. Food is unspiritual, you 
said. Are you sure? The wife who 
studies and uses a cookbook well 
is making a happier home, is mak- 
ing the keeping of those wedding 
promises easier! 


I promised obedience to Christ, 
through my Rule and through my 
Superiors in the community. You 
were asked, “Will you take him 
for your lawful husband?” and 
deliberately you answered, “I 
will.” Only a féw minutes later 
you heard -these words read to 
you from St. Paul’s magnificent 
epistle used in the Nuptial Mass: 
“Let women be subject to their 
husbands as to the Lord; for the 
husband is the head of the wife, as 
Christ is the head of the Church 
. . . therefore as the Church is 
subject to Christ, so also let the 
wives be to their husbands in all 
things .: . and let the wife fear 
her husband.” (Notice to husbands: 
do not quote this to your better 
half until you first read the rest 
of that epistle, whfch . St. Paul 
addresses to men in just as strong 
words and at greater length!) 

Well, Mrs. Turkel, are you sub- 
ject to your husband? Do you fear 
him— just with the loving fear 
that makes his happiness more im- 
portant to you than your own? If 
there’s a disagreement as to how 
you'll spend the weekend, would 
‘you think of your marriage prom- 
ise and give in? If you would, then 
never envy me my vows of obedi- 
ence! Our obligations differ in de- 
gree, certainly; but surely. God 
loves you for lovingly carrying 
out yours, as much as he does me 


when I try to fulfill mine. 


For there you have it. Sanctity 
isn’t mathematics. Sanctity is 
love. Sanctity isn’t in “quiet con- 
vents, holy habits, no mirrors, no 
smoking” as against “broken toy 
coal cars, stepped-on crayons, 
scuffed knees, and butcher bills.”

But 
sanctity isn’t in the things. Sanc- 
tity is in the love that uses them.

Now are we coming to some 
common ground? Do we see those 
inconveniences and irritations as 
wonderful opportunities for the 
positive expression of your mar- 
riage vows and don’t sweep those 
disappointments, that discontent, 
away into a rubbish heap!

Clowser’s Stand 


Since so many of you have sent me clippings during the past 
season from Duluth to Washington to Birmingham to San Francisco 
to Seattle, and wanted me to “answer” them, here’s a column written 
by Jack Clowser, football expert of the Cleveland Press, which I'd 
like for you fans to answer for yourselves: 

“Notre Dame would have beaten Michigan either this year or 
last. 

“As my journalism teacher once said; start off with a positive 
thought. Having first donned a chest protector, shin guards, 
mask and helmet, the lead sentence came easily. Argument over 
the relative merits of those 1947 and 1948 Michigan and Notre Dame 
teams has been the hottest thing in college sport. It seems des- 
tined to proceed over another cracker barrel season. [ll try to 
eatalogue the reason for my belief in the matter. 

“First of all, and to checkmate any who may harbor errone- 
ous thoughts, I did not attend Notre Dame, never tried to, never 
had ee who did, and, finally, I am nominally a Metho- 

dist. at should clear the air of charges of bias. 

“I have seen Notre Dame and Michigan play two or three times 
a season for a good many years. 

“Notre Dame would have defeated Michigan largely on the 
strength of more rugged line play, I believe. The Irish are known 
far and wide for their rough, tough, hard-blocking and vicious- 


kling lines. 

“In 1947 Michigan edged Notre Dame for first place in. total 
offense, 412 yartls a game to 401, but look at the rest of the statistics. 
In total defense, Notre Dame was eighth in the nation, while Michi- 
gan was well down the list. In yards gained by rushing, the Irish were 
sixth, Michigan 12th. That spells superior ability to control the ball. 
In passing offense, Notre Dame completed 86 out of 153, Michigan 
77 out of 153. 

“This year Notre Dame stands third in total offense, while Mich- 
igan isn’t even in the first 15, statistics for which are furnished to 
newspapers weekly. Neither team appears among the first 15 in 
total defense. In defense against rushing, Michigan is sixth and 
the Irish only 16th. In defense against passing, Notre Dame is ninth 
and Michigan is so’ weak that it allowed 132 yards per game for one 
of the worst records in Big Nine history. 

“Michigan completed 77 out of 158 passes, Notre Dame 54 out of 
87 for a much better completion average.” (Editor’s note—Notre Dame 
still had two games to play when Mr. Clowser wrote the column.) 

“But statistics, you might asstrt, mean little in attempting to de- 
termine the relative strength of teams. If so, then comparative scores 

' mean little, too. I mention this point because Michigan supporters 
can point to the fact that against five common opponents (Purdue, 
Michigan State, Navy, Indiana and Northwestern) Michigan scored 
170 points to 7 while Notre Dame scored only 149 to 54 for these op- 


ts. 

“I have nothing but the highest regard for the Michigan players, 
having spent almost a month with them on the Rose Bowl trip last 
year. They are an exceptionally keen, intelligent lot. 

' “But I can’t see them beating Notre Dame. The Irish would point 
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ber, too, that Frank Leahy in eight seasons as head coach, has 

lost only six out of 73 games, | ; 
“But, if you wish, toss all this argument out the window, then get 
down to basic matters. Michigan will not schedule Notre Dame 
again. Notre Dame has publicly asked for such a series, and Michi- 
politely replies that ‘our schedule committments do not admit 

he possibility of an arrangement.’ I beljeve Fritz Crisler might

Clare Booth 
Luce Discusses 
Mass At N. D. 


Notre Dame—“The drama of the 
Mass is so magnificently contrived 
that I cannot see why it did not 
occur to me earlier that it must 
be divine drama created by the 
master hand,” Mrs. Clare Booth 
Luce, famous author and play- 
wright, told a capacity audience of 
4,000 students and professors at 
the University of Notre Dame. 


Introduced by Rev. John Murphy, 
C.S.C., vice president of Notre 
Dame, Mrs. Luce also paid high 
tribute to Notre Dame and to its 
contribution to the intellectual and 
spiritual life of the nation. 


There are four points of view 
of the great drama of the Cruci- 
fixion, Mrs, Luce told her listeners. 
“The atheist denies that the drama 
over occurred; the Jew believes 
it occurred only up to the last two 
acts; the Protestants believes it 
occurred once 2,000 years ago and 
that it can never happen again; 
the Catholic believes it happene 

then and that it happens constant- 
ly in its mystic reenactment in the 
Mass.” 


Mrs. Luce compared the Mass 
to a play, calling Christ “the heav- 
enly hero,” the people at the Mass 
as the extras of the play, the altar 
boys as the stand-ins for the peo- 
ple, the priests as the Alter-Chris- 
tus. She said that the most won- 
derful thing about the Mass was 
that though the cast of supporting 
characters might change, the audi- 
ence always remained the same 
since the audience was God, to 
whom the prayers of the Mass are 
offered. 


Mrs. Luce, who became a con- 
vert to the Church in 1946, said 
that as a playwright she was first 
attracted to the Church by what 
she described as “the divine stage- 
craft of the Mass.”

Archbishop Urges : 
Social Justice To 
Stop Communism 


Guatemala Prelate 
Speaks Out Against 
Increased Living Costs 


Guatemala City. —(NC)— The 
unjustified high cost of living, a 
demagogism that sows hate and 
immorality that corrupts the peo- 


in this country atheistic and ma- 
terialistic communism, against 
which there is no salvation other 
than a genuine crusade of Chris- 
tian social justice, Archbishop 
Mariano Rosell y Arellano, -of) 
Guatemala said in his Pastoral for 
Advent, 

“The rise in prices is not justi- 
fied . . . Speculators unrighteously 
lend themselves to the aims of 
communism which, in order to pros- 
per, needs an environment of hun- 
ger and poverty among the peo- 
ple. For this reason we make this 
severe condemnation against spec- 
ulators in food, and we remind 
them that sooner or later they 
shall have to appear before the 
tribunal of God. 


“As though this rise in the cost 
of living were not enough of a 
problem ... there has been loosed 
upon Guatemala the worst of 
plagues: a demagogism sold out 
to a totalitarian and communistic 
foreign power, which makes use of 
even the official radio and of the 
press to stir up the poor and the 
needy; not out of desire to find a 
remedy for hunger-and poverty, 
since its leaders — ‘bourgeois 
wolves in workers’ clothing’—far 
from attempting a solution of the 
problem of social injustice, wish to 
render even more difficult the con- 
dition of workers, so that at their 
expense they may establish the 
dictatorship ordered by interna- 
tional communism.” 


The Archbishop also pointed to 
the present wave of vice. Commu- 
nism, he added, holds out free love 
and the promise of booty with 
which to satiate all brutal instincts 
as bait. 

“Guatemala, while encouraging 


anti-alcoholism campaigns, contin-. 


ues to patronize this industry 
which causes the greatest number 
of misfortunes in our country. The 
consequences are disrespect for 
women, children without legitimate 
fathers and homes broken up by 
divorce.” | 
In appealing to Catholies to work

for justice as a 
brake to the communist advance, 
the Archbishop reminded them that 


workers, children’s asylums and 
refectories, maternity homes for 
women who work, clubs, children’s 
nurseries, recreational centers and 
schools constitutes a great field of 
social action. He exhorted workers 
to dispel the voices of hate, to re- 
sist the hcentiousness of their en- 
vironment and to uphold their 
rights with a feeling of justice.
